popuiatlons of the maritlme provlnces, but wlthln
the last two or three yeara three caaes were found
amonjc the Icelandle populatlon of Wlnnlne_j. Two
of these wera» married women. wlth children, but
they were compelled to part from them and make
their home at the laxaretto, where they wlll re¬
maln untll death.
